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JA PAN AND THE FISHERIES 
Japanese activities in the fisheries of 
the Pacific ocean are bothering Am erican 
and Canadian 
fishing 
enterprises. 
The 
Institute of Pacific Relations reports that 
Ja p a n 
is 
responsible 
for 
half of the 
w orld’s catch of fish. 
Fish products con­ 
stituted the fifth most important Japanese 
export last year. 
Fishing and fish pro­ 
cessing gave 
employment 
to 
1,500,000 


Japanese. 
The friction between Ja p a n and Soviet 
Russia over the fisheries off Siberia has 
been in the news reports lately. 
Russia 
ha d withheld form al approval of a treaty, 
but the Japanese fishermen went forw ard 
a s though everything was settled. 
It is 
fo reca st that Russia w ill sign the treaty 
a s it is not ready for w ar with the Ja p a ­ 
nese to whom these fisheries represent a 
v ita l food resource. 
That is on the other 


side of the Pacific. 
On this side of that great ocean, the 
Japanese are surveying the fisheries off 
Alaska. 
“ The extension of fishing waters 
seem s to indicate a determination by J a ­ 
pan to continue the expansion of the in­ 
dustry. 
The problem faced by the United 
States and Canada lies in the fact that the 
territorial waters of these two countries 
m ay soon be depicted of both .salmon and 
halibut, the two most valuable fish for 


commercial purposes. 
“ Unlim ited, uncontrolled fishing off the 
Pacific coast also might nullify^ efforts 
under w ay by the Am erican ana Cana­ 
dian governments to lim it the catch of 
salmon and halibut in such a manner as 
to insure their proper consei\ atioii. 
fortunately, w hat makes the situation so 
difficult from an international point of 
view is the fact that Jap an has a legal 
right to fish on the high seas outside of 
the 
three-mile 
territorial 
limit 
of 
any 


country.” 
. . 
„ 
The United States 
the Dominion ot 
Canada take the view that “ the birth of 
a fish in territorial 
waters 
dictates its 
ownership by the country to which those 
waters belong.” Jap an has not subscribed 
to that principle and probably w ill not, 
for the Japanese insist upon their full 
rights in all 
fisheries. 
California 
tuna 
fishermen know something about the J a ­ 
panese attitude and have complained of 
the sort of competition they must meet. 
If Jap an should go into the salmon and 
halibut fisheries off the United Slates and 
Canada, the Am eiicans 
and 
Canadians 
engaged in the industry would be striving 
to have their governments do something 
to restrict the activities of the Orientals, 
but unless Jap an agrees to abide by a 
treaty there w ill be no assurance of an 
adequate escapement of these important 
food fishes. 
It looks as if this question 
w ill be practical before long, for the J a ­ 
panese traw lers are 
equipped to ^voIk

Johnson at the time w'as delirious 
and screaming from p ain and shock. 
Johnson was 52 years old. a native 
of Rockford, 111. His travels that 
took him to the far corners of the 
earth started when he w'as only 
years old. He worked his w'ay 
England on a cattle boat then 
returned home as a stow'aw'ay after 
a walking tour of Europ e. 
As a cook he sailed the South 
Seas with Jack Ixmdon on the fam­ 
ous vessel “snark” and later wrote 
a book about the voyage.
